ORDER 

Import Trade Control 
New Delhi, the 28th February 1901 

No. 2/61 _The following Open Licence, issued by the Central Govern¬ 

ment under the Imports & Exports (Control) Act, 1947 (XVIII of 1947), In super- 
session of Open General Licence No, IV published with the Ministry of Commerce 
Sc Industry Import Trade Control Order No. 3/58 dated the 31st March, 1958, is 
published for general information: — 

Import Trade Control Open General Licence No. iV. 

In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 3 of the Imports & Exports 
(Control) Act, 1947 (XVIII of 1947) as In force in India and as applied to the State 
of Pondicherry, the Central Government hereby gives general permission for the 
importation from any country in the world except the Union of South Africa, 
until further notice, of the following: — 

(1) free gifts of books upto the value of Rs. 250/- in favour of individuals or 
institutions; 

(li) Blue Prints and Drawings relating to Machinery and Plant sites, works 
and buildings and which are supplied free of charge and are of no 
commercial value; and 
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(III) any goods Included In Schedule I to the Imports (Control) Order, 19S5 
and which: — 

(I) are bonaflde samples or advertising matter, supplied free of charge not 
exceeding Rs. 250/- in c.l.f. value In one consignment, excepting 
vegetable seeds falling under S. No. 36 of Part IV of the Import 
Trade Control Schedule, or 

(b) are supplied free of charge in replacement of goods previously im¬ 
ported which have been found to be defective or otherwise unfit 
for use. 

Provided that: — 

(a) the bonaflde samples or advertising matter thus imported shall not be 

sold by the Importer. 

(b) the defect In the goods previously imported is noticed before the clear¬ 

ance of the goods from the (Customs House and is brought to the 
notice of the Customs authorities and It is proved to the satisfaction 
of the Customs authorities that the goods’so found defective or other¬ 
wise unfit for use, are actually returned to the manufacturer or consig¬ 
nor or are destroyed, or surrendered to or vested in Government for 
such action as they may deem fit,, withlo three months from the date 
of clearance from the Customs House. 

This licence Is without prejudice to the application to any foods of any other 
prohibition or rogulalion affecting the Import that may be In force at the time 
when such goods are imported.
